NATIONAL ELECTION DAY.
Why 1t's the Tuesday After the Firsl
Munday In November,

Why should the law prescribe “the
Tuesday next ufter the fisst Monday
In November” Iustend of saylng '“‘the
first Tuesday 7" Like many other small
things this provision Introduces an io-

toresting pieture of the past.

Although the constitution requires
the viectors in all the states to mest
and choose a president on the same
day. It wns pot until 1845 that a law
wus punsid by congress providing that
the electors should be chosen on the
same  duy  throughout the TUnited
Btaten. When Willlam Henry Harrison
was the Whig cundidate, in 1840, New
York began to vote on the st Monday
tn Novemiwr, and the polls were kepl
open untll Wednesday night. Hiection
day In Massuchusetts was the second
Monday, but before that day, in this
Instanee, enough states had voted to de
eide the coutest. The National Intelll
fvn- er of that year records that several
housand sged and iofiem Whigs fo)
Mumsachusetts did not bother to go to
the polls.

Delanware voted a day Iater than
Mussuchsetts,  1linols, Indiapa and
Penusylvanln were among the early
votlng states, Alabama was ope of the
last. This diversity, combined with
alow methods of transmitting pews,
left thie election results in doubt for
muny duys,

COTTON IN A FABRIC.

How to Tell If Worsted or Woeolen
Cloths Are Adulteratied,

Worsted cloths ure less often adulter
ated than woolens and are more easily
detected, A cotton worsted is a lle on
the face of it, for the cotton stands out
with prominence. But often a cotton
thrend Is twisted with a worsted
thread, nnd to determine Its presence
It 18 only necessary to take the twist
out of the thrend and then examine Its
romponent parts,

Cotton, having a long staple, can be
earded and combed with wool to be
spun Into worsted yarn. This 1s done
to chieapen the cost of produetion. Col-

ton Is
gioddy, not so much to cheapen the
yarn, for cotton Is generally as expen-
give as some shoddies, but Is Intro-
dueed to glve strength
qualities to the stock.
the shoddy is of such short staple that
it would npot stand the drawing in
spinning, and, os it would mnake the
cost of the yarn too Ligh to put In
enough wool to give that lacking
strength, cotton s put In for this pur
pose,

The percentage of cotton In a fabric
ean be determined In this manner:
Take a small plece of cloth and welgh
ft. Now boll it for five minutes in a §
per cent solutlon of caustic soda. Take
out what {s left, and, If any, it is all
cotton, The wool will all be dissolved.
The percentage of shoddy cannot be de
termined except by experlence.
